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Local Resident Kelby Brick 
Heeds Inner Communication

“Hello, Maryland Relay Op- 
erator 3555, may | have the 
number you are calling, please?” 

This is what I heard when I 
called Maryland Relay, a system 
allowing standard telephone users 
to communicate with deaf or 
hard of hearing people. In order 
to initiate a call to Kelby Brick, 
former Greenbelt City Council 
candidate, I gave the operator his 
telephone number. 

“Thank you. Please hold, I'll 
be off the line until the TTY user 
has answered,” the operator said. 

A couple of minutes later, 
Brick and I were chatting while 
the operator acted as our connec- 
tion between the hearing world 
and that of the deaf. 

Brick, 28, is legally deaf. He 
uses a sign ianguage interpreter 
to communicate with others. “I 
can hear a little bit of loud 
noises, but they have to be very 
loud,” he says. 

“TI probably could hear a little 
bit more if | wore a hearing aid, 
yet I wouldn't be able to under- 
stand sounds.”’ 

Sounds are important to Brick 
- of voices that come from 
within. 

Those inner sounds last No- 
vember led Brick on a campaign 
for Greenbelt City Council. As a 


non-partisan affiliate, he spoke~

“While recreation is becoming 
more important to the city than 
ever before, there are many chal- 
lenges to be met,” said Hank Irv- 
ing, director of the Recreation 
Department. He was speaking 
before the Greenbelt City Coun- 
cil at a review of the Fiscal Year 
2001 (FYO1) Recreation Depart- 
ment budget on April 26. 

The popularity of the Commu- 
nity Center has put an increasing 
pressure for space, Irving said. 
He added that the city is losing 
its competitive edge in hiring be- 
cause of higher wages being paid 
by the county and other cities. 
He also noted an apparent in- 
creasing unruliness at the recre- 
ation centers, that life guards are 
in critical supply for the Aquatic 
and Fitness Center, and that 
equipment at the center is wear- 
ing out. 

Attendance at all recreation 
programs, compiled monthly 
from the Leisure Time Activities 
Attendance Report, is estimated 
to be about 603,300. The pro- 
posed budget for recreation and 
parks for FYO1 is $3,515,400— 
up from $3,461,200 last year. 

Community Center 

The FYO1l proposed budget 
for the Community Center is 
$684,900. Revenue from tenants, 
rental, camp program fees, a 
grant from the Maryland-National 


(using sign language) with the 


help of an interpreter at three dif- 


ferent debates before the election 
and was able to come within 
fewer than 200 votes of winning 
a seat. That’s a great feat in it- 
self. More astonishing is the fact 
that he was up against all incum- 
bents. 

“TI think that not enough 
people know me; when you vote 
for public officials, it is important 
that people know you. My cam- 
paign also started late,” he said. 

Even though he lost, he says 
that he would like to run in the 
next election: “A lot of people 
have stopped me ‘on the street and 
asked me if I want to run again; 
people are not satisfied with all of 
the actions of council. They want 
council to do more,” he said. 

“Greenbelt is a great commu- 
nity but can be better,” he added. 
I do not question our leaders’ 1n- 
tegrity or commitment to the 
community, but we need leaders 
who can develop a vision for 
Greenbelt five, 10 and even 20 
years down the road. Because of 
this void, I will continue to be 
active in Greenbelt. This may in- 
clude running again in 2001.” 

Brick will have the chance to 
run in the next election. He says 
that he would like to get to the 
bottom of why Greenbelt’s tax 
rates are going up without an in- 


Capital Park and Planning Com- 
mission (M-NCPPC) and miscel- 
laneous sources is expected to to- 
tal $418,700 or 61% of the bud- 
get. $20,000 is budgeted for exte- 
rior painting with the entire Com- 
munity Center building to be 
painted over a two-or three-year 
period. 

A need unfunded in the 
present FYO! budget is the reno- 
vation of the dark room at a cost 
of $4,000. This should be a 
money-making enterprise from 
fees in the long run. 

The refrigerator in the com- 
mercial kitchen needs to be re- 
placed as well, as it does not cool 
to the temperature required by the 
Prince George’s County Health 
Department. The estimated cost 
for a new refrigerator is $7,000, 
which is unfunded, as is $3,000 
for renovations of the kitchen, 
(including installation of a proper 
hood for the stove). 

Aquatic and Fitness Center 

Aquatic and Fitness Center su- 
pervisor George Rogala said it is 
getting more and more difficult to 
hire and retain qualified life- 
guards. No University of Mary- 
land students, once a major 
source of lifeguards, have applied 


here since the opening of the na- — 


tatorium at the University. An 
increasing number of public pools 
in the metropolitan area, as well 


as a generally increased demand 


crease in city revenue. “State 
government and other communi- 
ties have large surpluses. Coun- 
cil needs to grow while protecting 
the environment to ensure that the 
residents are able to live in a nice 
community.” Brick feels that the 
tax base must grow if the city 
wants to continue to have excel- 
lent programs in areas such as 
education and community devel- 
opment. 
Growing Pains 

Brick was born in Jackson- 
ville, Ill. where he attended pre- 
school briefly and then moved 
with his family to St. Augustine, 
Fla. at the age of six. Over a pe- 
riod of eight years, he experi- 
enced two more moves, including 
to St. Louis and finally Philadel- 
phia. “People often thought that 
my parents were in the army, but 
they were constantly looking for 


better education for their 
children...well, that and also job 
opportunities.” 


Both of his parents, legally 
deaf as well, are educators. His 
mother is an elementary school 
teacher at the Philadelphia School 
for the Deaf and his father is a 
retired school principal from the 
same school. The average age 
for deaf identification is three. 
Brick says that his parents were 
able to identify his impairment

for part-time help, has also in- 
creased the competition for pro- 
spective employees. Raising 
wages. might be necessary, 
Rogala said. The pool cannot 
open, he added, without at least 
28 employees. 

In addition, the behavior of 
some weekend daily admission 
patrons at the pool has raised 
questions about the safety of pa- 
trons and staff. A proposal has 
been made to raise daily admis- 
sion fees by two dollars each for 
non-residents during the summer 
to encourage sales of passes and 
limit overcrowding. 
proposed to close the center at 9 
p.m. instead of 10:30 p.m. on 
week days and at 8 p.m. on 
weekends and holidays. Such a 
reduction in hours would result 
in about $17,000 in savings in 
personnel costs. 

It is estimated that revenues 
from passes, daily admissions, 
classes, merchandise, rentals and 
concessions will total $637,000 
in FYOl, amounting to 86% of 
projected costs. There are ex- 
pected to be 183,500 patron vis- 
its, down approximately 1,000 
from the year before.

Children at Play Exhibit 


On Frontier Greenbelters

An intriguing new exhibit, en- 
titled “Planned Play: Childhood 
In the Ideal Community,” opened 
on May 5 at the Greenbelt Com- 
munity Center. Anyone fascinated 
by the unique community experi- 
ence Greenbelt offers today will 
love this exhibit on Greenbelt’s 
trailblazer days during the depres- 
sion and second World War. 

As the title implies, the exhibit 
focuses on how the pioneer chil- 
dren of Greenbelt lived in one of 
the first planned communities in 
the country. The public learns 
how Greenbelt attracted families 
to find their new home in the 
suburbs away from inner city 
poverty (referred to as “the gut- 


ter” in the original advertisement 


posters designed to draw people 
to Greenbelt when it was founded 
in 1937) by promising an oppor- 
tunity-filled future to their chil- 
dren. . 

The exhibit features how 


Greenbelt wanted to be different 
from urban communities. In those 
days, it was believed that “juve- 
nile delinquency” resulted from a 
lack of organized activities for 
children. Thus, Greenbelt offered 
affordable housing to working 
class Americans while providing 
these families’ children with pro- 
gressive schools, organized activi- 
ties (such as boy and girl scout- 
ing) and plenty of indoor and 
outdoor space to play and learn. 
Although the exhibit spells out 
that now “children were not just 
an extra set of hands for work” 
anymore (as they had been in 
previous centuries), it highlights 
that girls and boys were raised 
according to conventional gender 
stereotypes. For instance, whereas 
many girls were expected to play 
domestic games with dolls and 
help their mothers run a house- 
hold as well as entertain com- 
pany, boys were encouraged to

GHI Issues Facing 


Membership Vote

At the GHI annual meeting on 
May 17, members will be asked to 
vote on making changes to Article 
VIII, Financial Regulations, Sec- 
tions 8 and | la of the bylaws. 

Increasing Donations 

Section 8 currently allows the 
board to donate up to $1,500 per 
year to civic associations and other 
groups. The board recommends 
that amount be increased to $2,000 
per year. 

I am concerned that the board 
is asking members to support this 
increase without giving them any 
background information upon 
which to make an informed deci- 
sion. 

Members should have been told 
that in September 1999 the Audit 
Committee conducted an audit on 
the “Policy on Contributions,” 
found that the board has not been 
following its own policy, and 
unanimously recommended “that 
the current bylaw ceiling of 
$1,500 remain in effect.” 

The rationale given by the 
board when I questioned them on 
December 16, 1999 about their de- 
cision to ask for an increase was 
“that the board did not always use 
the $1,500 allowed and the change 
would not mean it would all be 
spent.” 

I have asked the president of 
GHI to have sufficient copies of 
the “Audit 
tions” available at the annual 
meeting for members to read so 
that they are aware of the eight 
findings and nine recommenda- 
tions, and can make an informed 
decision prior to voting. 

- Funds and Contracts 

The board is also asking mem- 
bers to support two changes to 
Section 11. The first is an in- 
crease in the limit that can be 
spent without prior approval of the 
board. The current limit is 
$5,000. The board is requesting it 
be raised to $7,500. 

The second change to Section 
11 would permit the board to au- 
thorize expenditures at one meet- 
ing, instead of the currently re- 
quired two separate meetings, if 
two-thirds of the board feels this 
would be prudent. 

The notice of meeting sent to 
members last week included 
background information for 
members to read in order to 
make an informed decision re- 
garding Section LI. 

Voting 

If any of these issues are im- 
portant to you, you must be 
present at the annual meeting on 
Thursday, May 17, in order to 
vote. 

If you cannot attend the meet- 
ing, you can request a “proxy” 
form. This would let someone 
else vote on your behalf during the 
meeting. However, all requests for 
proxies must be received by GHI by 
close of business, 5:30 p.m., on Fri- 
day, May 12, or received by the 
board secretary by midnight, Friday, 
May 12.

Noteworthy Display 

One particularly noteworthy dis- 
play is the one of Marion Benson 
Hastings’ diary, which provides an 
engaging narrative on how 
Hastings, the girl, spent her days. 
Hastings, who now lives in Silver 
Spring, Maryland, also donated 
some artifacts, such as her doll and 
doll bed, which are equally appealing 
to younger and older generations. 

The exhibit is wonderfully illus- 
trated with original photographs, 
comic strip and childrens’ book il- 
lustrations, toys, and plenty of riv- 
eting reading material.

early on and that he “was able 
to communicate in a barrier-free 
environment.” 

As a result of the close bond 
with his family, Brick feels that 
his upbringing had the most im- 
pact on who he is today. “TI re- 
member one very important part 
of my life was during dinner 
time; everyone was expected to 
be at dinner and we had intense 
debates. My family had a rule 
at the table that everyone had 
to sign so that the deaf people 
would understand everything 
that was going on and could 
participate in the conversation. 
With my parents being educa- 
tors and my (two) brothers 
(who are not deaf but fluent in 
Sign language) being four and 
six years older than me, I al- 
ways had to work harder. That 
had a big impact on me.” 

“My family is a big reason 
why I got involved in politics. 
Through my family, I saw how 
all of us are affected by public 
policy. My family taught me 
that government can do good 
things and that there is no limit 
to my abilities as long as I 
work hard for it.” 

Brick attended high school 
in Philadelphia for two years 
before transferring to Model 
Secondary School in Washing- 
ton, D.C. This is a very spe- 
cial place to Brick because it is 
where he met his wife, Jeanette 
Pereira. “I transferred to her 
high school before my junior 
year. She was in the first class 
that I entered and she happened 
to be in four of my classes that 
fall.. When I first laid eyes on 
her in my first class, I was 
struck! Watching her in the 
four classes for a few months 
proved to me that she was 
someone very special and I 
spent the rest of the year trying 
to get close to her. Our first 
date was the prom and that was 
the beginning of our 12 year 
relationship.” 

Pereira, who is also deaf, 
has great respect for her hus- 
band: “Kelby is the most am- 
bitious person I know, espe- 
cially when it comes to politics. 
I am always amazed by how 
much he knows; he has fol- 
lowed politicians so eagerly 
ever since I met him in high 
school. He always believes he 
can make a difference and 
wants the opportunity to show 
how he can make lives better 
for everyone...he means well 
when he says he wants to make 
Greenbelt a better community 
for all of us.” 


Besides meeting his high 
school sweetheart, Brick was 


also an active athlete during 


high school and into college. 
He was involved on baseball, 
basketball and soccer teams. 
“On teams that were not deaf, 
most of my coaches wanted to 
take the time to explain to me 
what I was supposed to do on 
the field or court. I am a 
sports freak, so I did have 
enough understanding of what 
to do. On deaf teams, my 


coach would communicate more 
easily what the strategy was and 
I could become a better player.” 





Kelby Brick 


Strategically located near 
Gallaudet University, the high 
school Brick’s parents had set 
him up in would lead him to 
college. Brick says that although 
his parents were eager to send 
him to his mother’s alma mater, 
Gallaudet, which is the world’s 
only liberal arts university for 
the deaf, he wanted to be differ- 
ent and applied to other universi- 
ties. “I like to be different. My 
mother went to Gallaudet and 
many of my role models went 
there.” Fortunately, his better 
judgment won out, he says, and 
he followed his mother’s advice. 

Brick was a government ma- 
jor at Gallaudet and is convinced 
that his mother and father led 
him down the right path. He re- 
lates his success at the university 
to an analogy: “If you teach a 
kid to swim, you don’t just 
throw him into the Potomac 
River; you start in little pools 
and move on to develop his con- 
fidence so he can jump into the 
Potomac. The same principle 
exists in deaf schools - I was 
able to understand my own abili- 
ties and develop the confidence 
to go out into the world and do 
what I wanted to do.” 

Furthermore, Brick points to 
his success at Gallaudet in rela- 
tion to a study done a few years 
ago which gave statistics on mi- 
norities in education at colleges 
that cater more to their back- 
grounds. “Half of the executive 
women came from single gender 
colleges, more than half of the

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country’s African American doc- 
tors came from historically black 
colleges, and most deaf leaders 
came from Gallaudet University.” 


Becoming a Lawyer 
After graduating 
Gallaudet in 1994, Brick pur- 
sued a law degree at Temple Uni- 
versity. He and Jeanette married 
in the summer after they gradu- 
ated and then moved to Philadel- 
phia. He always knew that he 
wanted to be involved with gov- 
ernment in some fashion and a 
law degree would propel him 
closer to his goals. “For ex- 
ample, I always wanted to be a 
professional baseball player, but I 
never put (in) the time and en- 
ergy to be a skilled baseball 
player. However, I was willing 
to put the effort into getting my 
law degree and being involved in 

the political arena.” 

Since Temple is not a univer- 
sity for the deaf, Brick had to 
make himself adapt to a main- 
stream world experience. “I defi- 
nitely felt much more comfort- 
able at Gallaudet University be- 
cause communication was not a 
problem; 24 hours a day, I never 


had communication problems 


with anyone. When I went to 
law school, the biggest difference 
is that I had to work harder - the 
courses were no different; it was 
the communication. 

Brick is proud of the prepara- 
tion that Gallaudet gave him for 
law school. “I always had top- 
notch professors at both schools. 
I remember my first year’s con- 
tract class (law school): _ half- 
way through the semester, a good 
portion of the class was having a 
difficult time understanding it, yet 
I knew it. It’s just. a recognition 
of the excellent education I got at 
Gallaudet; it prepared me well.” 


A Dream Come True 

Dreams sometimes come true. 
Brick graduated from Temple 
Law School in 1997, becoming 
the first deaf person to receive a 
law degree in Temple history. 
Soon after, he and Pereira moved 
to Greenbelt. The same year, he 
took the Maryland Bar exam and 
was issued his license to practice 
law in the state. His dream of 
becoming an attorney became a 
reality.

Austin (not deaf), who is nearly 
a year old, live in Greenbelt 
East. Brick resides in Greenbelt 
because he and Pereira, who is 
the coordinator for undergraduate 
recruitment at Gallaudet, felt that 
the city had one of the best pub- 
lic education programs in the 
area. . 

When I asked him, “Why 
Greenbelt?” he also said, “I had 
been familiar with Greenbelt 
from my high school and college 
days in Washington. I had many 
friends here and have numerous 
relatives in Maryland, including 
my brother’s family, who live a 
block away. Greenbelt was a 
place to raise our family and put 
down roots.” 

Living in the city, Brick first 
started working for the Maryland 
Association for the Deaf as their 
legal counsel for government af- 
fairs and moved on to private 
practice, working out of his own 
home in Greenbelt East. “I 
worked with government officials 
at all levels in regulatory, legisla- 
tive and other public policy mat- 
ters. Last summer I reduced my 
time, telecommuting from home 
so I could stay home all day to 
raise my son.” 

His private practice client 
base includes divorces, estate

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planning, wills, trusts and dis- 
crimination cases. He is also in- 
volved in political advocacy for 
the Maryland Association for the 
Deaf, the Consumer Action Net- 
work (coalition of deaf and hard 
of hearing adults) and he also 
represents parents of deaf chil- 
dren.

Center.. The pass-requirement 
age has been lowered to eight 
years. There is a $2 charge for 
a pass. 

The recreation staff believes 
that two staff members should 
be at the centers whenever they 
are open so that the desk can 
be open and the facility moni- 
tored at all times. The staff 
also felt that an added police 
presence at the facilities would 
help to maintain good behavior. 
Double coverage of the facili- 
ties, however, would entail an 
additional cost of about 
$14,000. 

There are about 62,000 pa- 
tron visits per year at the Youth 
Center and 51,700 at the 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cen- 
ter. The proposed budgets are 
$215,500 for the former and 
$168,600 for the latter, not in- 
cluding the $14,000 recom- 
mended for double coverage. 

Miscellaneous 

Based on past participation, 
21,900 participants are expected 
to take part in the Therapeutic 
Recreation programs. $96,700 
has been budgeted for these ac- 
tivities, $20,000 of which 
comes from fees and a grant 
from M-NCPPC. 

In addition, 78,100 partici- 
pants are expected in self-sup- 
porting programs, including cre- 
ative arts, performing arts, fran- 
chise leagues and tournaments, 
exercise and fitness programs, 
day camps, special interest ac- 
tivities, and pre- and after- 
school programs. $182,500 has 
been budgeted for these activi- 
ties with income from fees and 
concession sales expected to to- 


tal $329,200 or 180% of costs. 


Facility L.D. 

All patrons, age 8 years and 
above, of the Springhill Lake 
Recreation Center and the 
Youth Center are required to 
purchase and present a City of 


-Greenbelt facility ID each 


time they enter the facility. 
This policy is in effect for 
the safety of all who use the 
recreation facilities. With 
each card, the recreation staff 
has quick and easy access to 
name and emergency con- 
tacts. Recreation facility ID 
cards are currently available 
for residents age 12 and 
above. 
a card is minimal. Cards are 
available free of charge for 8 
- 1l year olds, with a parent 
or guardian’s consent. Chil- 
dren who are under eight 
years of age must be accompa- 
nied and supervised by an 
adult. The Recreation Depart- 
ment strongly encourages adult 
supervision for facility users 
under the age of 12. 

Nonresidents must pay a fee 
for each entry/use of the facil- 
ity. Recreation staff promote 
and expect appropriate behav- 
ior by patrons of all city recre- 
ation facilities.
